27 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

8 providing services ordinarily found in bonafide hotels and motels;

9 2. It contains no less than 15 rooms [or, if abed and
10 breakfast-type facility, 8 roomg];

11 3. It contains a dining room with facilities for preparing and
12 serving full-course medls for at least 50 persons at one seating; and

13 4, The capital investment in the hotel or motel facility is not
14 less than $400,000.

21 HOURS AND DAYSTHAT ARE PERMITTED FOR A CLASS B ON-SALE BEER, WINE AND
22 LIQUOR LICENSE ISSUED IN THE COUNTY; AND
